Loyal citizens of the Hawkeye 
state find many things on every hand 
of which they may be justly proud. 
and one of these is the fact that the 
institutions for those who are men- 
tally unsound are not over-populat- 
ed. This does not mean that these 
institutions are particularly unpopu- 
lar with the inmates, but it does im- 
ply that, as a state, we do not follow 
the pace that kills. We do not boast 
of being particularly slow out here, 
but we do feel that the social and 
economic conditions of our rural 
population—and Iowa is very largely 
a rural state, there being only a few 
cities of large proportions within her 
borders—are such that the most 
healthful mental development is as 
inevitable as the most prodigious 
growth of the crops.

In this case the man who cares 
for the cows is very much like the 
man who makes the earth blossom 
like a rose. You may give two men two spots of ground 
practically identical in soil constituents and possibilities 
of plant growth. These men may be allowed the same 
plants or seed, the same tools with which to cultivate 
their gardens and one will bring in a harvest of which 
the most discriminating would be 
superlatively proud, while the other 
harvests nothing but a crop of re- 
grets and enters the winter season 
empty-handed. The difference is in 
the men and their methods. 

The same is true with many a so- 
called dairyman. Others might have 
had the same cows as Mr. Eschen- 
heimer. They might have been al- 
lowed the same helpers and the same 
feeds, but the cows would have been 
unheard of because their capacity for 
production would have been untested. 

This matter of a successful hos- 
pital herd was purely an economic 
outgrowth. In December, 1911, the 
cattle at the Iowa State Hospital for 
the Insane at Mt. Pleasant presented 
a motley array. There were roans 
and reds and grays and blacks and 
whites. The herd was by no ans 
a thing of which the state ony . 
citizen thereof could be proud. 
There were a number of grade Hol- 
steins, but they were of inferior type 
and quality and, as to health, many 
were a menace to those who drank 
the milk.

this kind is undertaken. But this is 

not intended as a sociological effort. It is rather in- 
tended to be the mere description of the work of a most 
efficient farm superintendent and a few registered Hol- 
stein cows. And right here is room for another digres- 
sion. The success that has been enjoyed in the develop- 
ment of these three 30-pound cows—and there’s a fourth 
one whose record lacks 30 pounds by the tremendous 
fraction of .009—is a wonderful commentary on the way 
of a man with a cow. This may not be the scientific 
acta of nomenclature, but it is an expressive one at 
east. 

These same cows that have responded so remarkably 
to the care and the attention given them by Mr. Eschen- 
heimer have been kept in some of the good herds of Iowa 
and other states, but they have never been heard from 
until this year. Thus one is led to believe that a great 
record depends upon the inherent possibilities of a cow; 
it depends upon her breeding, upon the blood lines that 
transmit dairy possibilities, but unless there is a man in 
charge who is able to bring out these latent forces, the 
cow will go down to an untimely grave unappreciated. 


was undertaken. 

In February, 1916, a test was taken and not an indi- 
vidual in the herd showed the least trace of a reaction. 
At this time, the herd is a handsome, uniform lot of 
grades and pure-breds. All of the nondescript cattle 
have been disposed of, and 135 well marked, well devel- 
oped and promising grades have taken their places. The 
pure-bred herd is just being started. There are now 33 
registered females in the lot. This is one of the things 
for which Iowa may thank Senator McColl, who is the 
member of the Board of Control to whom this work of 
dairy development has been delegated. Senator McColl 
has for his close advisors some of the best dairymen and 
breeders in the land, and he has shown rare judgment in 
his purchase of foundation stock. 

He has also shown very remarkable judgment in se- 
curing as his farm superintendent and his assistant in 
this work of dairy development, Lewis Eschenheimer, 
who has been in charge of agricultural affairs at Mt. 
Pleasant for the past five years. ; 

Both Senator McColl and Mr. Eschenheimer believe 
that it is just as advisable to develop in the same animal 
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Rhoda Jewel Abbekerk 3d Gerben 112337, dam of Rhoda Korndyke. 
a capacity for production and also the ability to furnish 
food economically for the inmates of this institution. In 
other words, they believe that it is economical and ad- 
visable to use the stanchion room for cows of known 
merit and cows whose capacity can be developed almost 
without limit, rather than to clutter the stable with cows 
that simply give a “mess of milk.” The knowledge of a 
cow’s capacity is what really makes her valuable and it 
is this knowledge that has been developed in the case of 
a number of individuals during the past few weeks at Mt. 
Pleasant. 

The queen of the producers, as was developed by the 
work of the past few weeks; is Rhoda Korndyke 182008, 
who made 33.08 pounds of butter from 537.0 pounds of 
milk in seven days at the age of four years, four months 
and 15 days. Her 30-day record is: Milk, 2,331.4 pounds; 
butter, 121.121 pounds. Her sire is Faforit Tritomia Sir 
Korndyke 36324 and her dam is Rhoda Jewel Abbekerk 
3d Gerben 112337, who herself has made an exceptionally 
good yield during the same period. Her seven-day rec- 
ord is, milk 582.1 pounds, butter 32.156 pounds, and her 
30-day record is, milk 2,539.1 pounds, butter 126.156 
pounds. This was made at the age of seven years, nine 
months and 23 days. Her sire is Gudultje Gerben Sir 
Fobes 42183 and her dam is Rhoda Jewel Abbekerk 3d 
89079. 

“She is a cow of wonderful dairy type and conforma- 
tion, but of a very nervous disposition. She started on 
the sixth day after freshening at the rate of 50 pounds of 
milk per day, but she has increased regularly and now 
she is giving 76 pounds per day with a test of 4.5 to 5 per 


cent.” This is the way Mr. Eschenheimer spoke of her - 


wit she was on test. 

he third cow that made a record of over 30 pounds 
is Gudultje Gerben Wayne 108448, another daughter of 
Gudultje Gerben Sir Fobes. Her dam is May Lilly Wayne 
80079. Gudultje Gerben Wayne made 516.1 pounds milk, 
31.326 pounds of butter in seven days and 2,183.8 pounds 
of milk and 115.855 pounds of butter in 30 days at the age 
of eight years, two months and 14 days. 
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The fourth cow in the test is Mt. Pleasant Girl, a 
junior two-year-old that was raised upon the farm. She 
is a daughter of Rhoda Korndyke, the 33-pound cow, and 
a granddaughter of Rhoda Jewel Abberkerk 3d, the 32. 
pound cow. Her record for seven days is 365.2 pounds of 
milk, 23.115 pounds of butter, and the fact that she is pre- 
eminently a home product is one of which Mr. Eschen- 
heimer is especially proud. 

Bessie Homestead 2d 197289 is the four-year-old that 
made a record of 29.991 pounds of butter from 462.3 
pounds of milk in seven days, thus very closely approxi- 
mating the 30-pound class. 

Another four-year-old that is worthy of comment is 
Jessie Tritomia Homestead 188406, whose dam was Jessie 
Fobes 6th Homestead, who herself has a record of 28.25 
pounds of butter as a five-year-old. Her sire is the son 
of a sister to Grace Fayne 2d’s Homestead, the world’s 
record seven-day cow at the time her test was completed. 
This test was made in the Moyer herd. Jessie Tritomia 
Homestead made 26.284 pounds of butter from 467.1 
pounds of milk in seven days. 

These six records do not represent all of the Ad- 
vanced Register work that has been done at Mt. Pleas- 
ant the last winter, but they do show a very commend- 
able season’s effort. 

This may be called the professional milking, while the 
real practical work, that is, the work that is necessary for 
the supply of food for 1,300 people is another phase of 
farming. The herd now numbers about 80 head, which is 
considerably less than the number milked before the cat- 
tle were brought up to a high standard of uniformity. Yet

these 80 head are producing twice as much milk as was 
the larger herd. Today the average is right around 80,- 
000 pounds per month, and before the cattle were graded 
up to a definite standard from 95 to 100 head produced 
about 30,000 pounds per month. This is a fact of 
economic significance to every citizen and tax-payer be- 
cause it means that we are giving these dependent citi- 
zens a better and more healthful diet with a decidedly 
smaller outlay of farm crops and work. 

Doctor Applegate, who is the superintendent of the 
hospital, has worked out some very interesting experi- 
ments in the matter of diet for the patients, and he has 
found that milk of a known quality with vegetables makes 
the best and most successful bills of fare. 

The farm consists of a little over a thousand acres 
and it is really a business undertaking of no mean pro- 
portions. About 500 hogs are raised each year, and these 
alone represent a source of revenue to the institution. 

A side line which is being developed that will also 
be decidedly profitable is the production of grade cattle. 
The first public sale of grades was held last fall, when 
just a few head were offered to the farmers round-a-bout. 
The prices that prevailed were very satisfactory—the 
average for the 30 two-year-olds was over $115 

Just a word about the gentleman who has brought 
about this improved state of affairs. Mr. Eschenheimer is 
a graduate of the agricultural school in Geisberg, Ger- 
many. After having completed his military training, 
which is demanded of every citizen of that country, he 
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cc an invitation from a relative to come to New 

Por Gi. His natural love for farming and the Hol- 
stein cow drew him away from the city, however, and he 
turned his attention towards those sections that offered 
the most along agricultural lines. The natural outcome 
is that he came to Iowa. 
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The work has been just begun at Mt. Pleasant, and 
other state institutions may well follow the career of this 
hospital. The Holstein-Friesian cow is especially well 
adapted to the production of food for human consump- 
tion and therefore she is especially fitted to have a place 
in the economy of every institution of this nature. 


A Day at the Abbott Farm

miles to see, even if those miles do involve traveling 

some seven miles in an open cutter on such a day as 
last week produced, winter’s most worthy production from 
her own standpoint and her least worthy, from the stand- 
point of an office man not inured to the rigors of out- 
door life in March. His collection gathered from the best 
herds in the country and raised by himself, according to 
his own well established ideas regarding breeding, is one 
such as will not be found in many barns in central New 
York, noted though that section may be for its herds of 
high record animals. 

Mr. Abbott met the Syracuse train at Cortland and 
after gathering up a veterinary and sundry other equip- 
ment, we started for his farm some seven miles out along 
the Tioughniona, a small stream that flows through the 
picturesque hills of that section. Along the way we were

pointed out any number of very good farms, although 
with from three to 10 feet of snow scattered over. each, 
we had to take our host’s word for it that they were good. 

After an eventful trip, the purpose of this article being 
not to describe, we arrived at the farm situated across the 
stream from East Homer on the Lehigh. The boys were 
shorthanded, so Mr. Abbott was soon out of his Cortland 
clothes and had grabbed a milk pail. The veterinary, after 
being shown the cows that were to be tested, started 
about his duties and that left the other member of the 
party to his own devices. 

Interest in the herd at the Abbott farm centers about 
three half-sisters, daughters of Hillside Della Pender 
Pietje, purchased recently from Tyler & Wilson, of Dry- 
den, who have each, at three years of age, annexed rec- 
ords of over 30 pounds. Agnes Pietje has 34.86 pounds at 
three and one-half years; Ilmata Pietje has 34.27 pounds 
at the same age and Olga Pender Pietje has 31.81 pounds 
at three years of age. These records average 33.65 pounds, 
a rather fair showing, and, when we take into considera- 
tion that as two-year-olds the average of this trio was 23 
pounds, we establish a pretty sound idea that they are 
good ones. There may be other trios that have attained 
an equal to this record, but they have not been even 
whispered about as yet, if they exist. 

Mr. Abbott has still another 30-pound cow in his 
herd, a daughter of King of the Pontiacs, K. P. Lilith 
Boon, with a record of 32.22 pounds of butter and 531.2 
pounds of milk. I was very much interested in this ani- 
mal because she was born on the H. T. Price farm at 





Liverpool and her dam was at one time a member of that 
herd. It is interesting, by the way, as we go farther into 
the Holstein game, to come across some of the animals 
that once rendered life on the farm unbearable for young

Mr. Price. We met a former acquaintance at Pine Grove 
Farms not long ago in the person of Diona Koningen 
Pietertje, but not recognizing her, we cut her cold. We 
have since apologized. 

But to return to Cortland and Mr. Abbott’s herd. 
There are a number of choice cows in the herd, with 
records ranging from 25 to 29 pounds, in fact, an un- 
usually large number of them. Some will leave the herd 
via the dispersal sale at the Syracuse sales pavilion next ° 
week, but the future prospects wrapped up in the good 
young daughters of the senior herd sire will remain with 
Mr. Abbott. He is selling all the animals that he had 
prior to his recent purchases from Tyler & Wilson ex- 
cept the undeveloped and blemished ones.

Milk Fever—Its Nature and Treatment 


7. HIS disease is known by several names, among them . 


are parturition fever, parturient paralysis, parturient 

apoplexy and parturient collapse. This disease is 
not only peculiar to the cow, but is confined to the high 
bred, richly fed and heavy producer of milk. It rarely 
occurs with young cows and with poor milkers. It nearly 
always occurs with animals which have been bred and 
improved in the direction of early maturity, power of 
rapid fattening and large production of milk, and hence 
it is apt to attack animals with large appetites and extra- 
ordinary powers of digestion. The exciting cause of the 
disease is calving, though confinement, high temperature, 
electrical disturbances, costiveness and mature age are 
strong accessory and predisposing causes. The real cause 
of the disease, however, is due to the formation of cer- 
tain toxins or poisons in the udder. At the time of par- 
turition the blood which supplied the womb and foetus 
now passes to the udder. If the blood pressure is intense 
and the reaction acute, poisons are secreted by the follicles 
of the udder and these poisons react upon the nerve cen- 
= of the body resulting in paralysis together with 
ever. 

It is better to prevent the disease than to cure it. If 
properly cared for, most cases can be prevented. The 
animal should be fed very sparingly for at least a week 
before parturition occurs, and for the same length of 
time after that act. It has been found that most milk 
cows that have milk fever are plethoric. That is, they 
have an over-fullness of the blood vessels, together with 
a density of the blood above the normal standard ‘for that 
liquid. This plethora may be avoided by causing the ani- 
mal to drink a great deal of water and by feeding of a 
sparing diet. If the animal does not drink sufficient water 
normally, she should be fed salt liberally. This salt will 


stimulate the appetite for water and she will consequently 
drink a great deal of it. Rich pastures, and especially 
clover pastures, should be used cautiously for breeding 
animals, particularly so near or at the time of calving. 
Such animals should not be confined in stalls with a high 
temperature, and their bowels should be kept free and 
open by the use of epsom salts. One or two pounds of 
this salt is a dose for an adult animal, and should be 
given 24 to 36 hours before parturition is expected. 


There are two forms of the disease, the congestive or 
acute form, and the torpid or more chronic form. In the 
congestive form there is sudden dullness, languor, droop- 
ing of the head, uneasy movements, increased pulse beat, 
raised temperature shown by the hot head and horns, and 
congested eyes. The animal grows weaker and finally lies 
down either on her breast or side, with her head in her 
right flank or stretched on the sround. As the disease 
advances insensibility develops, the pupils of the eyes are 
greatly enlarged and there is apparent blindness. Touch- 
ing of the eye produces no winking, and sticking the flesh 
with pins or knives results in no movement of any part 
of the body. Total unconsciousness and paralysis de- 
velops and the animal soon perishes. In the torpid or 
less acute form, the symptoms come on more slowly, but 
are practically the same as in the congestive form, ex- 
cept that there may not be congestion of the brain, as 
shown by the hot head and horns. 

Formerly the treatment for this disease was bleeding, 
purgatives, stimulants, cold blankets, etc. None of these 
methods was satisfactory and from 50 to 75 per cent of 
all animals attacked died. In 1897 J. Schmidt published 
his successful treatment for milk fever, which was the 
iodide of potash treatment, 114 drams to 1 quart of water. 
This solution was injected into the lobes of the udder. 
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This treatment reduced the mortality to 17 per cent. 
There followed other treatments, such as the injection oi 
lysol, creolin, common salt, air and oxygen. It was found 
that if the udder was injected full of air and oxygen 
practically all cases recovered. Hence it is that we now 
have a practical and cheap remedy for this fatal disease. 
If sterilized air is injected into the udder, practically no 
case will be lost. Any common air pump will do for in- 
jecting the air. There are syringes or pumps made for 
this purpose, but in case of emergency a bicycle pump 
serves the purpose well. Procure a milk tube and insert 
it into the front end of the conducting tube of the pump. 
Cut the rubber conducting tube of the pump and connect 
it back together with a piece of glass tubing, the cane 
stem of a pipe or some other hollow material. Into this 
piece of glass tubing, or whatever else is used, insert some 
clean, absorbent cotton and drop a drop or two of 5 per 
cent solution of carbolic acid or creolin on the cotton in- 
serted in this tubing, connecting the cut ends of the con- 
ducting tube with the pump. This sterilizes the air that 
passes into the udder. The pump and the milking tube 
and all other instruments used in injecting the air into 
the udder should also be boiled for 20 to 30 minutes be- 
fore being used, and after being boiled should be further 
disinfected with a 5 per cent solution of carbolic acid or 
creolin. The teats and udder of the animal should be 
cleansed and washed with a 3 per cent solution of carbolic 
acid, or a 5 per cent solution of creolin; the milk tube 
inserted and the air pumped into the udder until it is en- 
tirely filled. When the quarter is filled, a broad ribbon 
or tape should be tied around the teat and the air left in 
the udder for five or six hours. Each quarter of the udder 
is filled with air in the same way. If improvement is not 
visible within two or four hours, a second injection should 
be administered. 

Following are the precautions applicable to the treat- 
ment of this disease summarized in the book, “Diseases 
of Cattle,” issued by the Department of Agriculture, 
Washington, D. C.: 

1. Provide an elastic rubber ball and tubes, furnished 
with valves to direct the current of air, as in common 
Davidson syringes. 

2. Fill the delivery tube for a short distance with 
cotton, sterilized by prolonged heating in a water bath. 


3. In the free end of the delivery tube fit a milking 
tube to be inserted into the teat. 


4. Sterilize this entire apparatus by boiling for 30 
minutes and, without touching the milking tube, wrap it 
in a towel that has been sterilized in.a water bath or in 
live steam and dried. 

5. Avoid drawing any milk from the teats; wash them 
and the udder thoroughly with warm soapsuds; rinse off 
with well boiled and cooled water, and apply to the teats, 
and especially to their tips, a 5 per cent solution of creo- 
lin or lysol, taking care that the teats are not allowed to 
touch any other body from the time they are cleansed 
until the teat tube is inserted. It is well to rest the 
cleansed and disinfected udder on a sterilized pad of cot- 
ton or a boiled towel. 

6. The injecting apparatus is unwrapped, the teat 
tube, seized by its attached end and kept from contact with 
any other body, is inserted into the teat, while an assist- 
ant working the rubber pump fills the quarter as full as 
it will hold. The tube is now withdrawn and a broad 
tape is tied around the free end of the teat to prevent 
escape of the air. 

The teat tube which has been carefully preserved 
from possible contact with other bodies, is dipped in the 
creolin solution and inserted in a second teat, and the 
second quarter is inflated, and so with the third and fourth. 

8. The recumbent cow is kept resting on her breast 
bone with the head elevated, even if it should be neces- 
sary to pack her around with straw bundles or to suspend 
the head by a halter. Lying on her side she is liable to 
develop fatal bloating and to have belching of gas and 
liquids, which, passing down the windpipe, cause fatal 
broncho-pneumonia. 


9. If in two hours the cow has got on her feet, if 
there is no brighter or more intelligent expression, if she 
has passed no manure or urine, and if the air has become 
absorbed, leaving the udder less tense, the injection of 
the bag may be repeated, under the same scrupulous and 
rigid precautions as at first. In all cases, but especially 
in severe ones, it is well to keep watch of the patient and 
repeat the distention on the first indication of relapse. 
Should there not be a free discharge of feces and urine 
after rising, indicating a natural resumption of the nervous 
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functions, the case should be all the more carefully 
watched so that the treatment may be repeated if neces- 
sary. 

Accessory treatment may still be employed, but is 
rarely necessary. A dose of purgative medicine (1% 
pounds of epsom salts) in warm water may be given in 
the early stages, while as yet there is no danger of its 
passing into the lungs through paralysis of the throat. 
Eserin or pilocarpin (1% grains) may be given under the 
skin to stimulate the movement of the bowels. Sponginy 
of the skin, and especially of the udder, with cool water 
may be resorted to in hot weather. 

Bloating may demand puncture of the paunch in the 
left flank with a cannula and trocar, the evacuation of 
gas, and the introduction through the tube of a table- 
spoonful of strong liquid ammonia in a quart of cold 
water or other antiferment. 

The economic value of the new treatment of milk 
fever is enormous. The United States has over 16,000,000 
milch cows. If we could raise the quality of these by 
preserving and propagating the highest, heaviest and rich- 
est milkers in place of losing the best by milk fever, as 
in the past, and if we could thus secure an average of 
10 quarts a day, the proceeds at 14%c a quart would reach 
$250,000,000 a year—R. M. McCool, President, Murray 
State School of Agriculture, Oklahoma. 


The Indiana Meeting 


HE Indiana Holstein-Friesian breeders assembled for 

their mid-winter meeting at the Denison Hotel on 
February 22d. The fact that the meeting was held 
on a national holiday very materially reduced the attend- 
ance, but did not in the least dampen the ardor of those 
who were present. 

This was a regular three-session meeting, beginning 
in the forenoon with a round table performance and con- 
tinuing with a formal program in the afternoon and a 
banquet in the evening. One of the principal speakers in 
the afternoon meeting was C. R. George, secretary of the 
State Dairy Association. Mr. George urged upon the 
Holstein-Friesian breeders the heartiest co-operation 
with the state association. He suggested that, at the next 
meeting of the state association a readjustment of dues 
will be made whereby it will be possible for a man who 
becomes a member of one organization to automatically 
become a member of the other. It is imperative that the 
dairy association and the breed organizations come in 
close touch with each other. 

This association is one of the few that have made a 
practice of publishing a year book which is distinctive of the 
best interests of the members throughout the community. 
This gives a list of the men who are the leading breeders, 
and it also gives a directory of the members of the asso- 
ciation. The president is C. M. Bottema, a man who is 
thoroughly enthusiastic over Holstein-Friesians because. 
these cows have done such remarkable things for him. 
Mr. Bottema came to this country some years ago, not 
very richly blessed with this world’s goods; but he pinned 
his faith to the Holstein.cow and she has never failed 
him. He is now the owner of some very choice land just 
in the edge of Indianapolis, which any one will admit is 
not a bad asset in this day and age. But aside from the 
success that Mr. Bottema has enjoyed himself, there is 
much to be said in his favor because of the assistance he 
has volunteered to many young men who are starting 
out along the same line of work. He is very unassuming 
in this work, but all that one needs to do if he doubts his 
generosity is to ask some of the young breeders in that 
part of Indiana. 

Prof. R. E. Caldwell of the university gave a talk on 
“Calf Feeding.” This was based upon the bulletin that 
Mr. Caldwell has produced, and it was a thoroughly in- 
teresting talk. The remarks were illustrated by charts 
and photographs showing the success that had been ac- 
complished by various systems of feeding. Mr. Cald- 
well is a great advocate of milk and home-grown grains 
for calves. 

Doctor Scherer is another man who has done much for 
the Holstein-Friesian in Indiana. The doctor is a busy 
man in the city, but he is an enthusiastic breeder of Hol- 
stein-Friesians at the same time, and he has done much 
to build up a sentiment in favor of more logical and ra- 
tional systems of infant feeding, as he was one of the first 
sponsors of the Walker-Gordon laboratories in Indian- 
apolis. 

. Other informal talks were made at the banquet and 
during the afternoon session. One of the pleasant fea- 
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tures of the Indiana meetings is the 
enthusiasm which was shown by the 
ladies. There is always a goodly at- 


*"‘tendance of these, and this year was 


no exception. The organization is 
reaching out for auxiliary associa- 
tions, and it is claimed that by the 
date of the next meeting, which will 
be held on September 6th, very decid- 
ed progress will have been made 
along this line. The association is 
also planning for a commendable ex- 
hibit of Holstein cattle this year.

in proper methods of feeding; care of 
cows and give them information 
which will be valuable to them in 
marketing their products. 

The department will also assist in 
organizing bull associations and will 
employ men or adopt such other 
means as may be desirable in accom- 
plishing the results expected. 

The Big Four railroad has agreed 
to furnish pure-bred bulls for free 
distribution among the dairymen and 
farmers along their lines, and the 
Illinois Central has given 10 thor- 
oughbred Holstein bulls for free dis- 
tribution among the farmers along 
their lines. This herd will be exhib- 
ited March 31st at Carbondale, II. 
A dia de fiesta will be made of the 
occasion. Bankers, farmers and oth- 
er business men from all parts of 
southern Illinois will be there to take 
part in a big parade and banquet, 
which will be part of the plan to pro- 
mote interest in this most important 
movement. Among the prominent 
speakers will be Gov. Edward F. 
Dunne, Senator Richard Barr, Joliet; 
Senator Kent E. Keller, Ava; Hon. 
Reed Green, of Cairo. 


A JUNIOR TWO-YEAR-OLD. 


I am advised through preliminary 
reports that the Holstein-Friesian 
heifer Beauty Girl Pontiac Segis 
229260 has broken the records for fat 
production in the junior two-year 
class of both the seven and 30-day di- 
visions, by producing in seven con- 
secutive days 507.4 pounds milk con- 
taining 22.905 pounds fat, and in 30 
consecutive days, 2,088.6 pounds milk 
containing 93.183 pounds fat. She 
freshened at the age of 2 years 29 
days. Her sire is King Segis Pontiac 
Count 93909; her dam is Princess De 
Kol Beauty Girl 98624. She was bred 
and is now owned by Jos. M. Hack- 
ney, St. Paul, Minn. In the junior 
two-year class of both the seven and 
30-day divisions she displaces Fin- 
derne Pontiac Netherland 133504, 
whose record for seven days is 567.5 
pounds milk containing 22.610 pounds 
fat, and for 30 days. 2,329.4 pounds 
milk containing 88.575 pounds fat. 
Not only were there two changes of 
supervisors during the test period, but 
Beauty Girl Pontiac Segis was alsu 
twice under verification test, the last 
being conducted by R. T. Harris 
of the Wisconsin State University 
officer in charge of official test work 
in Wisconsin. Both verification tests 
showed highlv satisfactory results. If 
computed on the 80 per cent basis, the 
equivalent - butter would amount to 
28.631 pounds and 116.478 pounds re- 
spectively—M. H. Gardner, Superin- 
tendent A. R. 


On January 11th, a red polled cow, 
Jean Du Luth Beauty, established the 
world’s record for her breed by pro- 
ducing 20,280 pounds milk and 891 
pounds butter-fat, ordinarily 1,100 
nounds commercial butter in a year.

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Illinois Dairy Promotion 


HE southeastern section of IIli- 
"T nois is ‘not as thickly settled wth 

dairymen as it should be. That 
part of the state offers splendid oppor- 
tunity for dairying, but for some rea- 
son or other the work has not been as 
extensively carried on as it should be. 

Realizing the importance of the 
dairy cow in the economy of agricul. 
ture and in commercial prosperity, the 
business men of Carbondale, one ot 
the leading commercial centers of that 
section, have taken steps to promote 
the industry by offering financial as- 
sistance. This took a tangible form 
when 40 men gave to an executive 
committee of the Retail Merchants 
Association their individual notes of 

100 each, which created a guarantee 
fund of $4,000 to be used in the pro- 
motion of the dairy cattle industry. 
These 40 men entered into a contract 
with the committee that this fund was 
to stand for one year as a guarantee 
against loss through the importation 
and sale of dairy cows in the com- 
munity. 

One of the local banks has agreed 
to loan money to any honest farmer 
equipped to do dairying. This money 
is to be used for the purchase of cows 
and is protected by a note bearing 6 
per cent interest for one year or less. 
This note is secured by a chattel mort- 
gage on the cows purchased and their 
increase. The executive committee is 
empowered to buy cows as it may see 
fit during the life of the guarantee 
contract, and Mr. Matthews, the state 
dairy and food commissioner of IIli- 
nois, has agreed to instruct the pur- 
chasers how to handle these cattle 
most effectively and in a manner that 
will get the best profit from them 
by having his experts make frequent 
visits into the community. 

This is a highly commendable move- 
ment and it is with decided pleasure 
that the World congratulates the busi- 
ness men of Carbondale and that 
community on their foresight and wis- 
dom in carrying out this campaign for 
the promotion of better dairying. It 
is undoubtedly the beginning of an 
era of greater prosperity in that sec- 
tion for the dairy cow always brings 
prosperity when rightly handled. Mr. 
Matthews is an enthusiastic admirer 
of the Holstein-Friesian cow. 





Dairying in Oklahoma 


N the biennial report of the Okla- 

homa State Board of Agriculture 

three pages are given over to the 
discussion of dairying in that state. 

Frank M. Gault, who is president 
of the board of agriculture, brings 
out the necessity for the development 
of this wonderful industry. He says, 
“While the output of cream, milk, but- 
ter-fat and cheese is increasing by 
leaps and bounds, scarcely a begin- 
ning has been made in what eventu- 
ally will be one of Oklahoma’s great- 
est rural industries. 

“The average Oklahoma cow pro- 
duces about 150 pounds of butter-fat 
a year. The dairy farmers of the 
state could well afford to set the 
standard of their herds at 250 pounds 
ner cow each year with the idea of 
raising this to 300 pounds.” 

This can be accomplished through 
the work of the cow testing associa- 
tion and also through the careful se- 
lection and breeding of the herd. 
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Wherever possible, the agricultural 
college stands ready to co-operate 
with the farmers along the line of es- 
tablishing creameries and encourag- 
ing better systems of marketing and 
handling the product. They are also 
glad to co-operate in the way of 
building up the test associations of 
the state. 


Mr. Gault says further “The de- 
mand for sanitary dairy products was 
never so great as at the present time. 
Poor cream means poor butter, and 
poor butter means poor price. There 
is a difference of from 6 to 8c a pound 
between the best and the poorest 
grades of creamery butter. The man- 
ner of handling cream is a big factor 
in determining the price of butter. 
Butter from Denmark is now selling 
on the American market in competi- 
tion with our best grade. The Danes 
buy feed from the United States, ship 
it across the ocean and in return sell 
us their butter. They can do this 
because of the uniform high quality 
of their butter. 


“Oklahoma has 90 ice cream fac- 
tories that must have sweet cream for 
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knowledge of the production end of 
dairy work, with special reference to 
the making of butter and ice cream.”

Organize 


The Holstein-Friesian Association 
of Kansas was born in Herington 
March lst. It is a strong-voiced, vig- 
orous youth already, and it is sure to 
develop into an organization of great 
benefit and wide influence in the state. 

Between 75 and 100 Holstein breed- 
ers from over the state attended the 
meeting, entering into the business 
and social features with vim, enthusi- 
asm and determination to carry out 
their plans and purpose. As has been 
stated at previous times, the purpose 
of this organization is to advance the 
interests of the Holstein breed, to en- 
courage the development of the best 
quality and to discourage the ship- 
ment of inferior grades of this breed 
into the state under the representa- 
tion that they are of superior quality. 
Recently the newly formed organi- 
zation laid the plans and set the ma- 
chinery going to carry out this pur- 
pose and object. 

Dr. Mott was made chairman of 
the temporary organization, with P. 
W. Enns as secretary. The perma- 
nent organization was then perfected. 
The Holstein men showed right at 
the start that they knew what they 
were doing when they chose Dr S. 
Nichols for president. And they need 
a man for secretary, who has vim and 
enthusiasm, capacity for work and 
ability to organize, so they did the 
right thing by selecting Dr. W. H. 
Mott to this important office. 

Ben Snyder was elected vice-presi- 
dent and the following are the board 
of directors: G. Regier, Charles Ste- 
vens, H. M. Holdeman, J. T. Mast 
and Harry Mollhagan. 

The association will hold meetings 
twice a year, the first Saturday in 
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April and the first Saturday in Octo- 
ber. The place of holding the meet- 
ings will be determined by the direc- 
tors. It is probable that Herington 
will be selected for the October meet- 
ing. 

The business men and citizens exer- 
cised every energy to make the visit- 
ors feel at home and to make the 
meeting a success, and they were 
complimented highly by the out-of- 
town breeders. 

The banquet was a very enthusi- 
astic affair. The busines men of the 
town turned out in good shape, and 
with the visiting breeders made a 
crowd of about 200. 

As soon as the inner man had been 
properly cared for, the speeches be- 
gan, Dr. W. H. Mott acting as toast- 
master. He opened with a toast to 
the Holstein-Friesian cow which was 
loudly cheered. The toast follows: 


“Brim the goblet and quaff the toast, 
To the Holstein-Friesian cow, 
For glad the man who can always boast 
Of a good old Holstein cow. 
She makes the butter, she produces the milk, 
And her black and white hide is as soft as silk. 
She smashes the record whenever she will’t— 
This dependable Holstein cow.” 


After this toast he introduced M. 
E. ‘Calkins, who welcomed the vis- 
itors to Herington. Mr. Calkins ex- 
pressed the gratitude of Herington 
citizens to the visitors for their pres- 
ence. He told them that Herington 
was the “comingest” town in the state 
and they acted as if they believed it. 

P. W. Enns responded to the ad- 
dress of welcome. Doctor Mott, in 
introducing him, said that he was a 
“German submarine,” and he sure is. 
His talk was full of wit with a Ger- 
man accent. He said he had hardly 
heard of Herington being on the map 
before, except that he had missed a 
good many trains here. But he ad- 
mitted that he knew it now and that 
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The silo, the barns and part of the Holstein-Friesian herd owned by W. H. Mott of Kansas. 
r. Mott is one of the leaders in Holstein-Friesian matters in the Sunflower State. 
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he never expected to miss Hering- 
ton again. He stated that as a 
breeder he started with the Jerseys, 
but changed because his boy threat- 
ened to leave the farm unless he took 
up the Holsteins. He urged the 
buying of stock in Kansas instead of 
Wisconsin, and told how the Hol- 
stein is leading in 38 states. 

Before introducing the next speak- 
er, Doctor Mott read a telegram in 
which he was asked if he would con- 
sider an offer of $4,500 for Canary 
Butter Boy King, the herd bull at 
Maplewood Farm. The telegram 
bore the signature of H. A. Moyer, 
and Doctor Mott used it to show 
what others thought of the Holstein. 
It made a nice break in the meeting, 
but turned out to be a hoax pre- 
pared by Edward Munsell, who 
breeds Jerseys, and Johnson, a spe- 
cial writer for the Mail and Breeze. 
Earl Lay acted as messenger boy, 
delivering the telegram to the back 
of the hall and having Fred Lapham 
deliver it to Mr. Mott. 

Charles H. Stephens, secretary of 
the Southwest Kansas _ Holstein 
Breeders’ Association, told of the 
Holstein-Friesian cow on the farm. 
Mr. Stephens is one of the best post- 
ed men in Kansas on the Holstein, 
and his talk was interesting from the 
very start. He said that the step 
taken by organizing this association 
was one of importance and would be 
of lasting benefit to the state, and 
that every business man should be 
equally interested with the farmer 
and stock raiser. He emphasized the 
damage being done to the Holstein 
industry by the shipping of inferior 
stock into the state and urged legis- 
lation to regulate same. 

“The Tuberculin Test” was the sub- 
ject assigned J. H. Mercer, Live 
Stock Sanitary Commissioner, and 
before he had finished the breeders 
and business men present had devel- 
oped a lot of respect for the office 
which he so ably fills. He told of the 
inauguration of the law and of its 
progress and improvements, saying it 
was practical and the coming thing. 

He said the time was coming when 
the people generally would demand 
tuberculin tested dairy products. Mr. 
Mercer was on the floor for a long 
time and answered all questions in a 
convincing and satisfactory manner. 
He said the organization started here 
was the beginning of a good move. 
His talk from beginning to end was 
interesting and instructive. 

C. F. Stone talked about “Judging 
the Dairy Cow.” Mr. Stone is per- 
haps the pioneer Holstein breeder of 
the state and his talk developed into 
a veritable “Question Box.” All 
kinds of questions were fired at him 
and he answered them all. He is an 
expert judge and he told how to 
judge a good cow. 

Prof. O. E. Reed, of Manhattan, 
spoke on “Kansas as a Dairy State.” 
He said dairying was on the increase 
and backed up his statements with 
statistics. He had charts showing the 
increase in dairy cattle and in the 
consumption of dairy products. He 
urged that more care be taken in the 
selection of cows and said that the 
poorer cows were gradually being 
weeded out. The last 15 years shows 
an increase of 26 per cent in milk 
cows and a decrease of 22 per cent in

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CARE OF THE COW IN MARCH 
AND APRIL. 


Management of the dairy cow dur- 
‘ing March and April is an important 
subject for the dairy farmer and the 
following instructions by L. W. 
Lighty, dairying and soil expert ot 
the Pennsvlvania Department of Agri- 
culture, will prove valuable at this 
time. Mr. Lighty says: 

“No two months of the year is it 
so difficult to keep up the milk flow 
and keep the cows in good condition 
as during March and April. The 
work of the winter has drawn on 
their vitality and now comes the per- 
iod of shedding or changing the coat. 
In bird life this occurs in the latter 
part of the summer. Poultrymen ex- 
pect no egg production during moult- 
ing time, but we dairymen expect the 
cow to yield milk as usual while she 
is renewing her non-tailored suit of 
clothes. And she will do it if you do 
your duty. The cow must have extra 
attention and feed. Plenty of clean, 
dry bedding material to lie upon 
counts for considerable. 

“Frequent grooming is money m 
the owner’s pocket. It goes without 
saying. that the cows should have 
good shelter during the cold storms 
of these months, also they should 
have all the direct sunshine on their 
bodies that is Possible to give them. 
But the feed is of the most import- 
ance, It takes more feed to grow a 
coat and to give milk than to give 
milk only, hence the necessity of more 
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food. Hair carries a relatively high 
per cent of nitrogen, hence the neces- 
sity of feed rich in protein. The pro- 
cess of shedding the coat entails a 
considerable drain upon the nervous 
svstem of the cow, hence the neces- 
sity of a feed that is a known nerve 
builder. 

“One of the best protein feeds, es- 
pecially for this season, is linseed 
meal, because it has a slightly laxa- 
tive and relaxing effect and furnishes 
the needed nutriment. It helps the 
animal to drop the old dead hair and 
grow the new hair. It is good econ- 
omy to add from one to three pounds 
of linseed meal to the dailv ration of 
the cow for this period, the quantity 
depending on the former ration. It 
also pays well to add the same quan- 
tity of oats, if the present ration con- 
tains no oats. There is no feed we 
can give the cow that is such a nerve 
builder and vitality sustainer as oats. 
These common feeds at _ ordinary 
commercial prices are worth infinitely 
more to keen the cow in condition 
than all the nostrums usuallv sold on 
the market at $3 and $5 a ton, and 
when analyzed are often made up of 
linseed meal, charcoal, salt and some 
ill smelling drugs. Give the cow the 
right feed and treatment and she will 
give you fair returns.” 


25 YEARS OF DAIRYING IN 
MINNESOTA.

had no reputation as a dairy state or

We have just received word from 
Professor E. E. Poole of Alfréd Uni- 
versity, that her dam, Vikina Johanna, 
at 12 years and 10 months is now in

mark. Professor Poole writes us that 
he understands this is a world record 
for her age. News comes from Mr. 
Cortelyou who owns her daughter, 
Pietertje Fayne Johanna, that as a 
senior two-year-old this heifer has 
just completed a _ record of 27.25 
nounds of butter. We also own an- 
other of her daughters due to freshen 
next month and she looks like a great 
heifer. Stevens Bros. ‘Co. own her 
three-year-old daughter that made 
nearly 26 pounds in hot weather last 
summer. This seems like one of the 
greatest families of the breed.—Oliver 
Cabana Jr. 





























































1890 there had been no progress made 
from the time the first homesteaders 
cam: here beyond that which had 
been made in any other state, but to- 
day we hold a very prominent posi- 
tion in that industry. 

Twentv-five years ago we had only 
about 560,000 milch cows in this state. 
Now we have 1,186,000. So we have 
more than doubled our milch cows, 
At that time the average yield per 
cow was 110 pounds of butter-fat. We 
have reached a point now where the 
average yield in the state is 157 
pounds of butter-fat. In other words 
we have been gaining per cow ap- 
proximately two pounds of butter-fat 
per year. That is making slow prog- 
ress. That is nothing that we can be 
proud of. It seems almost beyond 
belief that with the efforts that have 
been made during that quarter of a 
century we have made no more prog- 
ress in the production of our cows. 

When we come to the point of qual- 
ity of our dairy products we have an- 
other story. Then it was unknown 
in our commercial channels; they had 
no reputation and it was very fortun- 
ate that such was the case because 
they would have been no credit to us. 
In that respect we have made remark- 
able progress. During the past 15 
years in our great interstate or na- 
tional contest on quality of dairy 
products the state of Minnesota has 
always made an exceptionally large 
exhibit. I think every vear during 
the past two decades that we have 
had the national exhibit, Minnesota 
has made a larger exhibit than any 
other state in the Union, and out of 
14 grand prizes, Minnesota has won 
out 11 times. We have only twice 
lost the grand prize in our national 
exhibit, and we were the only state 
either in this cotintry or in any other 
country that took the grand prize at 
the Paris Exposition. So we have 
made remarkable progress on the 
score of dairy manufactures. It seems 
strange that we should excel so in 
one line of dairying and be so back- 
ward in the other. It is hard to ac- 
count for. It seems verv difficult tuo 
get the idea into the farmers’ minds 
that they should have animals speci- 
ally adapted to the work they are to 
do—T. L. Haecker.

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Some Records 


* Saat sage 9 are being made with remarkable regular- 
ity in Holstein-Friesian circles at the present time, 
but there are a few mentioned in connection with 
this issue of the World that are worthy of comment. A 
feature is made of the three 30-pound records that have 
been made at Mt. Pleasant institution in Iowa. We call 
attention to this because it is a commendable showing 
for the institution, for the state and for the breed. 

Another comment is made on some of the records 
that have been established in a New York herd. This 
is described by Mr. Price. 

The latest report from the superintendent of Ad- 
vanced Register puts one of the cows owned by Embla- 
gaard dairy as the leader of the full-aged class with a 
record of 31.899 pounds of fat in seven days. This was 
made from 563.1 pounds of milk with the phenomenal test 
of 5.66 per cent. The same cow gave a record during 30 
consecutive days of 2,641.9 pounds of milk, testing 4.07 
per cent and yielding 107.628 pounds of fat. This is a re- 
markable record for a Holstein-Friesian and that means 
that it is practically unapproachable by any other type of 
dairy cow. 

The second largest record in this same class goes to 
a Minnesota cow owned by Mr. Schroeder with a record 
of 26.580 pounds of fat. The cow that has made this re- 
markable yield is Bess Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes, and 
her 30-day record shows 3,119.3 pounds of milk, testing 
3.54 per cent and yielding 110.382 pounds of fat. Here 
is a record of over 100 pounds of milk a day for 30 con- 
secutive days. The same cow made 787.3 pounds of milk 
for seven consecutive days, so it will be seen that she is a 
remarkably persistent producer. 

The outstanding record of the month is made by 
Ormsby Jane Segis Aaggie, in the senior four-year-old 
class. This is the cow that has produced so many sensa- 
tions during the past few months. She has appeared in 
the World a number of times and bids fair to appear 
many more times before her work is concluded. She is 
one of the most remarkable producers that there is in 
the entire dairy world. ; 

The junior four-year-old record was made by Aconeth 
Pietertje of Shady Nook, owned by F. J. Steidl of Minne- 
sota. It is a decided pleasure to chronicle any success 
that Mr Steidl makes. He is a gentleman who is inter- 
ested in dairying in its broadest sense, not only as the 
mere means of wealth production, but also as a means of 
stimulating better homes and a higher standard of citizen- 
ship. Mr. Steidl’s herd, which is mentioned in another 
part of the World, is an outstanding one, but he is more 
than a successful Holstein-Friesian breeder—he is a com- 
munity builder and a good citizen. 

The senior three-year-old honors move back to New 
York where Lady Pontiac Johanna of the Cabana herd 
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takes the lead with the phenomenal record of 33.449 
pounds of fat in seven days. 

The junior three-year-old title is held by Lenore Gir] 
Korndyke, owned by Henry Stevens & Sons in New 
York, and the senior two-year-old class is led by Pietertje 
Fayne Johanna, owned by A. A. Cortelyou of New Jersey. 

The junior two-year-old class is led by Lady Hen- 
driekje De Kol 3d, owned by J. M. Hackney of Minne- 
sota. Her record is 17.441 pounds of fat. A significant 
fact in connection with this record, however, is the state- 
ment that comes from Superintendent Gardner’s office 
one week later to the effect that the junior two-year-old 
records for both seven and 30 days have been broken by 
Beauty Girl Pontiac Segis, another heifer belonging to 
Senator Hackney. She surpassed her stable-mate by 
about five and one-half pounds, having made 22,905 
pounds of fat in seven days, 93.183 pounds of fat in 30 
consecutive days. The cow is still on test and it was 
thought best by her owner and care-taker that she should 
not be disturbed enough to have her picture taken. How- 
ever, readers of the World are promised a view of her a 
little later. 

These records that have been given here are indica- 
tive of the growing interest in Advanced Register work, 
for they show the widespread territory from which the 
leaders are drawn this month. Perhaps the next report, 
which will be produced in a short time, will cover a very 
different territory, but it is certain that it will be truly 
representative of the best breeders from all sections. 

It is practically impossible for any one paper to give 
the complete list of Advanced Register records made 
from week to week, but at the same time the World 
takes decided pleasure in presenting to the readers the 
25 leaders in each class. 

It is exceedingly interesting to study the breeding of 
these leaders in the various classes. It is one of the most 
profitable and helpful lines of work that the successful 
breeder can follow. If a set of herd books is available, 
this line of research is certainly to be recommended. 


The Advertising Value of Pictures 


HERE is nothing that will do more to advertise dairy 

cattle effectively than good photographs. The picture 
of a cow or a bull is invariably the most perfect represen- 
tation possible, aside from an actual inspection in per- 
son. - These are not always possible, and for that reason 
one has to depend very largely upon the illustrations that 
he sees. 

Frequently, the photograph is a wonderful asset to 
the personal interview. The real purpose of an adver- 
tisement is to turn towards—that is the meaning of the 
word, advertisement—to direct the attention of the pros- 
pective buyer to the thing that is offered for sale. 

Now, if the photograph is the means of starting that 
attention towards the desired sale, if the photograph is 
the entering wedge which makes a way clear for further 
discussion of the merits of the case, then the photograph 
has truly served its purpose, and its advertising value is 
unquestioned. 

There are photographs and photographs. Very fre- 
quently the man who is the owner of the animal under 
discussion is somewhat biased in his opinion. One has 
seen pictures of cattle that were considered real works of 
art. Of course, it is understood that the pictures were 
the works of art. And then, again, he has seen pictures 
of cattle that ought never to find a place on the pub- 
lished page. 

There is a certain standard of quality which a breed 
should maintain, and it would seem that there should be 
just as much care in editing photographs as there is in 
editing copy. No reputable paper would for a moment 
carry an article that was derogatory and hopelessly so, 
of the particular object for which that paper stood. 

For example, the World is not going to publish a 
sketch that belittles the traits of the Holsteins. It is 
not the purpose to permit a line to enter its pages that 
shall in any measure cast the least reflection upon this 
greatest of dairy queens, the Holstein-Friesian cow. 

Therefore, it is just as important in the eyes of many 
that the same policy should be maintained in editing 
photographs, if such a term is permissible. 

It is just as possible to cast reflection upon a breed 
through picture as it is through print. 

There will be animals that are difficult to photograph, 
and these animals are very frequently of excellent quality 
could they be shown to the right advantage, but there are 
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few people whe are thoroughly equipped and qualified to 
really photograph live stock—especially cows. ; 

it is an art just as truly as painting a wonderful pic- 
ture or writing a beautiful poem is an art. It is an art 
that requires a wonderful amount of skill and patience, 
and tact and endurance, and unless one is willing to ex- 
ercise all of these in a superlative degree, he might just 
as well cast his camera into the junk heap as to try to be 
a success as a live stock photographer. 

Photographs are absolutely essential. They are as 
necessary as type to the successful paper, but they should 
be used with the utmost judgment, and they should be 
selected with care, taken by only those who are thor- 
oughly qualified to undertake the work, and, finally, they 
should be used in such a way that they will reflect credit, 
rather than discredit, upon the animal, the herd or the 
breed. ; Tag ; 

The advertising value of a picture is inevitable. It 
is a most effective part of many advertisements, but at 
the same time the picture must be a good one, and it 
must be truly representative of the individual illustrated. 


Who Is Your Partner? 


HERE’S many a farmer who is overlooking a wonder- 

ful opportunity by not giving his children an interest 
in the farm work. We do not imply that he should deed 
half the farm and live stock to them at once, but we do 
believe that he should give them something that they 
can call their own. Something that will have a growing 
interest and that will attach the boys to the farm in no 
unmistakable manner. 

Mr. Barney, in his address, which appeared in a recent 
issue of the World, deplored the practice of “the boy’s 
calf and your cow.” Such policies never achieve the de- 
sired success. However, if it is the boy’s calf and the 
boy’s cow, there will be an interest developed that will 
be lasting and it will be as valuable to the farmer as it is 
to his son. 

The building of a herd of cattle, the establishment of 
a family or of a strain of stock, naturally covers a con- 
siderable period of time. It is a life work and it is a 
deplorable fact that the men who are devoting their ef- 
forts to this work do not have someone to take up the 
task when they shall lay it down, someone to carry on 
the work that they have so carefully undertaken and 
planned. | 

In the old country, there is a sort of family pride in 
the development of a strain or in the breeding operations 
with high class live stock. If the greatest progress is to 
be made, this same pride and distinction must be felt on 
this side of the well. The boy who has, during his early 
childhood and the first years of his work on the farm, 
been associated with the principles of live stock breeding 
will find decided satisfaction in taking up the work that 
his father has started. It is said that a smaller percent- 
age of the men who grow up on live stock farms are lured 
to the city than those who come from farms where pure 
bred stock is not kept. This is an indication of just what 
has been said, pure bred live stock has a good influence 
on the young people of the farm. 

The man who will go farthest in this line of work 
is the one who will take his son into partnership with 
him, and that means a real co-operative partnership in 
profits as well as labor. Too often it is a partnership of 
labor and a monopoly of profit. 


A Place for the Young Bull 


HERE has been a remarkable crop of good Holstein- 

Friesian bulls during the past 24 months. Breeders 
everywhere have complained, if such an expression may 
be permitted, of the large number of bull calves that have 
been born. 

To the man who is offering these calves for sale, very 
frequently they seem a drug on the market, but the rea- 
son is more often to be found with the seller than with 
the buyer. There is a place for every good Holstein bull 
calf in America. There are countless herds scattered all 
over the country that need these calves. There are herds 
that would be improved by instilling Holstein-Friesian 
blood into the common stock that is now being milked. 
Many a breeder has begun his career with grade cattle 
and has later turned to the pure-bred stock after having 
served his apprenticeship with these less expensive ani- 
mals. The grade herd is always a stepping stone with the 
good dairyman to better things. There are thousands 
upon thousands of herds of this kind where these bulls 
should be used and these men would be willing buyers if 
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they were simply convinced by the advertisements that 
they should get these calves for their herds. If these 
calves could be scattered among the well-established 
farmers they would be well worth any price that the 
breeder might ask and the well-established farmers are 
being more easily convinced every day of these real 
values. 

Besides this wonderful field for the bull calves, there 
is another field, and that is the small pure-bred herds of 
the country. There are many of these that could well 
afford to invest more money in sires to put at the heads 
of the herds. Just because a man has 15 or 20 good regis- 
tered cows is no reason why he should handicap his own 
career and hold the quality of his stock down simply by 
economizing in the purchase of bulls to put at the head of 
his herd. This question of economizing is also a question 
that is very rich in its possibilities for discussion. Fre- 
quently, the greatest economy in the purchase of a herd 
sire is exercised .by the man who spends what to the un- 
initiated seems a fabulous sum. 

Not one of these good Holstein-Friesian bulls should 
be sacrificed. There must be a place for each and it is the 
business of the breeder to find that place. Stock of this 
kind is necessary for the fullest development of dairy 
prosperity, and, unless it is used to the best advantage, 
the greatest progress cannot be made. 


The Cover Illustration 


HE Holstein-Friesian cow that graces the front cover 

of this issue is Traverse Princess Weg 106215, owned, 
bred and developed by the Traverse City State Hospital 
of Michgan. This institution has done some excellent 
work in the development of the Holstein-Friesian herd, 
although it has not been very spectacular in many in- 
stances, it has been doing good, sincere, practical 
work, which is really what counts fully as much as the 
spectacular, although both are essential. 

The subject of this sketch freshened October 9, 1915, 
as an eight-year-old cow. Her record for seven days is 
34.63 pounds of butter and 762.8 pounds of milk. During 
30 days she produced 141.10 pounds of butter from 
3,207.8 pounds of milk. During two consecutive days she 
produced 116.2 and 116.3 pounds of miik, which is cer- 
tainly a very commendable showing. 

As a five-year-old, Princess Weg made _ 1,123.66 
pounds of butter from 24,657.4 pounds of milk on semi- 
official test in 365 days. During the same year, she was 
on official test for six months and established a world’s 
record in this time by giving 703.23 pounds of butter in 
182% days. The following is a detailed table of her 
production for the six months:

At the age of two years, six months and 17 days she 
made 20.35 pounds of butter from 448.8 pounds of milk in 
seven days. This is a series of exceptional records, and 
it shows the work of a good cow in good hands—a cow 
that is able to come back year after year. Accounts of 
this kind are what disprove the statement which one 
sometimes hears from a certain type of men to the effect 
that a world’s record unfits a cow for future usefulness. 

Traverse Weg is royally bred. 

She was sired by Homestead Hengerveld Crown De 
Kol, and he by De Kol 2d’s Butter Boy 3d. 

Her dam was Mariannetta Pontiac by Pontiac Butter 
Boy. She and her dam were both owned and bred, also 
her grandam was owned, by the Traverse City State 
Hospital, formerly the Northern Michigan Asylum. 
Pontiac Butter Boy was purchased by the Traverse City 
State Hospital when a calf of one month of age. 

As an individual she is also exceptionally good. She 
carries a splendidly balanced udder—she is veined pro- 
lifically with exceedingly large veins that extend far for- 
ward. She carries a wealth of dairy quality in head, neck, 
shoulders, barrel and udder.

An Illinois Breeder. 

T. J. Daughenbaugh of Illinois 
called at the World office recently. 
Mr. Daughenbaugh is an enthusiastic 
advocate of the Holstein-Friesian 
cow, and he delights to visit with 
anyone who is interested along simi- 
lar lines. A few years ago he re- 
tired from the farm and moved into 
Springfield. He took with him one 
cow and from this small beginning a 
very appreciable business has grown 
up in the retail milk trade. The herd 
now numbers about 
cows. These are kept right in the 
city where the residences are so close 
that it is impossible to use a silo. 
The stables are connected with the 
sewer system which makes it possible 
to keep everything perfectly clean 
and sanitary. 

The average yearly record for this 
herd of 17 cows is 13,533.8 pounds of 
milk. This is not particularly sensa- 
tional, but the term “average” is

rightly used because every record is 
made under the most ordinary condi- 
tions. That is, it is made just as the 
average farmer could make it, for 
there was no silage and the cattle are 
given no pasture, but are kept in the 
barn the year around. 

Mr. Daughenbaugh is a great advo- 
cate of the semi-official test. He 
states that he would be very much 
pleased if it were possible to establish 
a ruling which would permit the con- 
duct of semi-official tests exclusively, 
that is, without conducting a seven- 
day test at any time during the 
process of the semi-official test. 
There are a number of breeders who 
are in favor of such a plan. 

A unique characteristic of this milk 
trade is that he sells by the pound in- 
stead of by the quart. Bottles are 
made especially for him in pound and 
two-pound sizes. These are a little 
different from the quart and the pint, 
for a quart of milk weighs 2.15 
pounds. The milk is sold quite ex- 
tensively as a baby food, and it was 
found that the pound bottle was a 
little more convenient in that a pound 
of milk furnishes just two feeds, 
while a two-pound bottle furnishes 
four feeds, without leaving any por- 
tion of the milk in the bottle.

pounds in 12 months. It was also the 
home of Queen Ormsby, the cow who 
made the first semi-official yearly test 
in the state of Wisconsin. 

This record, which was completed 
in November, 1906, shows that as a 
three-year-old Queen Ormsby _pro- 
duced 13,213.6 pounds milk and 584.08 
pounds butter-fat. Her average test 
was 4.42 per cent. The test was made 
while the herd was owned by the 
Reddelien Brothers, one of whom is 
now one of the officers of the Wauke- 
sha County Holstein Association. 
The other brother has just disposed 
of his herd, as mentioned above, and 
will turn his attention to another line 
of animal husbandry. 

This herd contains perhaps the 
largest group of Ormsby breeding to 
be found anywhere in one herd. There 
are about 70 individuals that trace to 
the old bull, Sir Ormsby Hengerveld 
De Kol. 

In order to keep the breeding up to 
the high standard, the young bull, 
Beauty Pietertje Prince, whose dam 
has a record of 32.53 pounds butter 
in seven days, was bred on the daugh- 
ters of the Ormsby sire. Mr. Redde- 
lien’s work as a breeder has been con- 
sistent and he has built up a herd that 
was appreciated by breeders who rank 
among the very first.

Holsteins in Colorado. 


W. S. Partridge of Colorado writes: 

“For many years Colorado has been 
recognized as having a favorable cli- 
mate for tubercular patients. Vital 
statistics show a remarkably low 
death rate among natives from tuber- 
culosis. 

“The climate is just as favorable 
to the health of the dairy cow as to 
the health of the human being. The 
proportion of tuberculosis among 
dairy cattle is less than 2 per cent, 
which is much lower than in some 
other localities. 

“The principal reason for this cli- 
mate being beneficial to patients with 
lung trouble is that the lighter air of 
a high altitude compels the increased 
use of lung tissue and a consequent 
greater use and development of the 
respiratory organs. 

“The dairy cow has been receiving 
intelligent attention in Colorado from 
very few people and for only a com- 
paratively few years. Some extra fine 
animals have been raised, and our 
people with pure breds have been un- 
usually successful. The only sale of 
native Holsteins was held in Denver 
in 1914 by Cannon & Penrose. This 
sale was held just after the outbreak 
of the hoof and mouth disease, which 
stopped the participation of eastern 
buyers. In spite of several adverse 
conditions the sale was marked by 
the high average price. 

“It is established that the right 
kind of feed for the dairy cow is rais- 
ed here at the minimum of cost. It 
is also established that the dry and 
mild climate enables the cows to re- 
main out of doors during the winter 
months, to the pleasure and advan, 
tage of the cows as well as their own- 
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ers. Is it too much for us to assume 
when we have cows to sell, that in 
this locality will be sought the sound 
healthy cow of capacity? ‘ 

“I do not know how better to illus. 
trate the point I wish to bring out 
than to quote from a_ recently pub. 
lished letter of Mrs. Crooks, who ig 
now the president of the Colorado 
Holstein-Friesian club, and the owner 
of a fine herd of pure breds. 

“She writes: ‘But the country 
which was my home until now is not 
a dairy country and my Holsteins 
could not have the opportunity they 
were entitled to. 

‘For several years I have been in- 
vestigating dairy districts. With due 
respect to all other places, I announce 
my location at Holly, and give the 
following reasons: ° 

‘It has the best climatic conditions 
I know of for the production of milk 
and the development of cattle. 

‘It produces the necessary feeds at 
a minimum of cost. 

‘The nearby condensary at Lamar 
is a steady and reliable market for 
milk. 

_ ‘It is a growing community. There 
is activity and progress in all agri- 
cultural lines, particularly in dairying, 

‘As to advice I might offer two sug- 

gestions: ‘Co-operate. Breed better 
cattle and more of them. 
_ ‘I do not know of any place offer- 
ing greater advantages for the breed- 
ing of Holsteins than this. We need 
to milk more cows, we need to raise 
more calves.. If we will raise them 
in sufficient numbers and of proper 
quality, buyers will come from the 
ends of the earth for them and will 
not haggle about the prices. 

‘A year ago it was my pleasure to 
be in company with two of the most 
widely experienced Holstein men in 
the world when they first beheld a 
good herd of Colorado Holsteins. 

‘Their ejaculations were expressive 
of the greatest surprise and astonish- 
ment. When we finally learned what 
so impressed them it was size, con- 
stitution, capacity—three things up- 
permost in the minds of thinking 
breeders. They declared nowhere had 
they seen their equal. We can have 
them all in Prowers county. 

‘Our altitude gives heart and lung 
power and the resultant greater de- 
velopment of all parts of the body. 
Our alfalfa develops capacity, bone 
and muscle. Our grains give strength 
and finish to the body. Our pastures, 
ensilage and by-products of the beets 
fill the milk pail and increase the 
profits. 

‘I believe Prowers county will some 
day rank with the leading dairy dis- 
tricts of the world.’ ” 


They Have Chosen the Holstein. 


Smith River valley is situated in 
central Montana and is a fertile sec- 
tion, 10 to 20 miles wide and 50 miles 
long. It is one of the most pictures- 
que valleys in the state, surrounded by 
the Big Belt, Little Belt and Castle 
mountains and watered by the Smith 
river and a multitudinous number of 
creeks arising in the mountains.

These herds are all giving good ac- 
count of themselves and winning 
adherents to the breed among the 
neighboring farmers. The coming 
season promises to be a very active 
one in this locality in Holsteins, the 
farmers’ greatest cow. 

The dairy business in Montana is 
hardly yet a lusty infant, though no 
state offers more natural advantages. 

We grow alfalfa and all the tame 
grasses in superabundance. Our cli- 
mate is mild and our grazing period 
is longer than in most places. 

Our water, for quality and quantity, 
is unexcelled—as few farms here are 
without living streams or springs.—

The herd is not a very large one 
and Mr. Steidl is to be heartily con- 
gratulated on being able to establish 
such excellent records. Five of his 
cows have given over 22%4 pounds in 
seven days, three that are under 2¥ 
years have averaged very nearly 14 
pounds, so that on the whole it is a 
splendid showing. 


COW TESTING HONORS, 


There is many a cow test associa- 
tion in which the leader is a Holstein- 
Friesian cow. In fact, it is usually 
the case that the herds that are made 
up of pure bred cattle, no matter 
what the breed may be, demonstrate 
their greater efficiency in greater pro- 
ductive capacity and greater economy 
in production, over all other herds in 
the same association. 

The cow test association work of 
this country is being splendidly o- 
ganized and it is a wonderful feature 
in the development of greater dairy 
prosperity. 

Naturally, wherever there are Hol- 
stein herds entered in these associa- 
tions, we look for the leaders among 
these cattle. 

The report coming from the Cone- 
wango Valley Association of New 
York for the month of January shows 
60 cows that have produced better 
than 1,000 pounds of milk each during 
the 31 days. These 60 cows represent 
17.6 per cent of the entire enrollment 
of the association and they have 
yielded from 1,022 pounds, the small- 
est record, up to 2,828 nounds, the 
highest record for the month.

This test association work must not 
be confused with the A. R. O. work, 
for it must be borne in mind that the 
cow tester is an efficient dairyman 
who goes about from place to place 
spending one day each month at the 
home of each member of the associa- 
tion. 

The cattle are not especially pre- 
pared or primed for this work. It is 
just merely the everyday production 
of the everyday herd on the everyday 
farm, and this is further evidence of 
the universal adaptability of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian cow to farm conditions, 
when we are able to chronicle such 
easy leadership in these cow test as- 
sociation reports.

SPECIAL MILK. 


In many cities there is a tendency 
to grade milk and sell it to the con- 
sumer upon its merits. Such a sys- 
tem is most desirable, as it enables 
dairymen who handle a _ high-grade 
product to obtain recognition for 
their care. It also enables the con- 
sumers to choose their supply on the 
absolute merits of the various grades. 
This is a sound commercial feature 
and one that is already recognized in 
nearly all other industries. The pur- 
chaser of dry goods does not expect 
to buy silk at the price of calico, and 
on the other hand those who pay for 
silk should expect to get a quality 
better tha. calico. 

At the present time there are on 
the market numerous brands of spe- 
cial milks. The average consumer 
has only a hazy idea as to what is 
meant by special milk, but usually 
considers it to be in some way supe- 
rior to the ordinary milk sold. Some 
milk dealers have considered that 
milk a little richer in fat should con- 
stitute special milk, while others have 
adhered to the principle that such a 
grade should be cleaner and _ safer 
than the ordinary grades. It has-hap- 
pened that dealers were unable to ex- 
plain satisfactorily to their customers 
the difference between the ordinary 
grade and the special. Whenever 
such a condition arises it is a serious 
setback to the development of mar- 
kets for a legitimate grade of special 
milk. 

A special milk may or may not be 
richer in fat than ordinary grades, but 
it certainly should be produced and 
handled in such manner as to be 
cleaner and safer than the ordinary 
grades handled by the _ individual 
dealer or by his competitors. In this 
way public confidence can be main- 
tained and an increased price war- 
ranted. Dairymen are learning that 
it is good business to stand squarely 
behind their goods and to see that 
all claims are fully substantiated. 

If a special milk is to be sold as 
such its standard should be high and 
permanent, so as to result in in- 
creased confidence and increased de- 
mand from consumers. There is hard- 
ly any better way to create a de- 
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mand than to produce and maintain 
a high grade, and if this grade is to 
be termed “Special,” it should by all 
means be as safe as possible, from a 
health point of view, and not a mere 
trade name. Business depends upon 
the demand, demand depends on qual- 
ity, and quality on the inclination of 
the man behind and the standard he 
wishes to set for his product. If spe- 
cial milk is to be included, it must be 
his best effort along his chosen line 
of endeavor, and to this end every 
milk dealer should be able and will- 
ing to set and maintain a high stand- 
ard. At present in most cities only a 
very small quantity of special milk is 
handled, although it seems that the 
trade demands should warrant the 
sale of a great deal more.—U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture. 


TEST THE SEED CORN. 


The condition of their seed corn is 
a matter which should receive care- 
ful attention by every Iowa farmer. 
Never before has there been so much 
difference in quality as is noticeable 
this year. Of the various samples 
submitted to this laboratory for 
analysis, but a few more than one- 
half have been up to the legal stand- 
ard of 94 per cent germinative seeds. 
The best two samples sent in were a 
sample of 1914 crop containing 97 
per cent germinative seed and a sam- 
ple of 1915 crop, testing 97 per cent. 
The poorest sample submitted, so 
far, showed a test of but 70 per cent. 
Such variation in seed corn will show 
a like variation in crop. The founda- 
tion of the successful crop of corn is 
the seed. Good corn cannot be grown 
from poor seed. 

State Dairy and Food Commission- 
er Barney is now examining the 
various lots of seed being offered for 
sale. Inspectors from the _ office, 
however, cannot reach all of the deal- 
ers and the co-operation of the farm- 
er is solicited. Mr. Barney is anx- 
ious to see every lot of seed corn 
planted in Iowa, tested. He will 


have examined any lot of seed corn,: 


sent in by a farmer, free of charge. 
Frequently, samples of seed corn 
which contain the kernels from the 
butt and tip of the ear, are sent in 
for analysis. The butt and tip ker- 
nels should not be present in seed. 
Select only the kernels from the 
body of the ear. 

Where possible, the individual ears 
should be tested. Such a test is made 
by taking from six to 10 kernels 
from each ear and the ears and sam- 
ples numbered. Where a sample is 
sent in, the kernels should be placed 
in envelopes numbered. The depart- 
ment will then give a report showing 
the value of each ear for seed. All 
samples sent to the dairy and food 
commission should bear the name 
and address of the sender. Send 
samples to W. B. Barney, Dairy and 
Food Commissioner, Des Moines, 
Iowa. 





BOVINE TUBERCULOSIs. 

The University of Wisconsin has 
issued a bulletin entitled “A Cate. 
chism on Bovine Tuberculosis.” by 
H. L. Russell and E. G. Hastings 
This is a thoroughly practical work. 
giving definite information and de. 
scribing the system for the detection 
of the disease. A digest of the con- 
tents of the bulletin is quoted as fo]- 
lows: 

“Tuberculosis is one of the most 
important contagious diseases of cat- 
tle. It receives its name from the 
tubercules or nodules that develop in 
the diseased organs, most frequently 
in the lungs and lymph glands. 

“The germs of the disease are 
given off in the sputum, the manure, 
or the milk, and are taken in by the 
healthy animal in’ breathing or in 
eating and diinking. 

“Tuberculosis is introduced into the 
herd by purchase of diseased ani- 
mals, or by feeding mixed raw skim- 
milk or whey. Bad sanitary condi- 
tions favor the spread of the disease 
in the herd. 

“Tubercular animals show no symp- 
toms until the disease is far ad- 
vanced. 

“Much of the tuberculosis in man 
is due to the use of milk from tuber- 
cular cattle. 

“The introduction of the disease 
into the herd can be prevented by the 
use of creamery and cheese factory 
by-products only after they have been

HE period covered by the above 
dates refers to the time during 
which the certified reports of 
tests were received by the Advanced 
Registry office, and has nothing what- 
ever to do with the time the tests 
were made. 
The Short-time Summaries. 
During the period from January 28 
to February 15, 1916. the reports of 
tests of 609 animals were received and 
have been accepted to entry in the 
Holstein-Friesian Advanced Register 
Year Book; of which 25 were extend- 


ed to 14 days, one to 15, three to 21, 
one to 29%, 39 to 30, and one to 6 
days. This herd of 609 animals, of 
which one-half were heifers with first 
or second calves, produced in seven 
consecutive days, 245,838.4 pounds of 
milk containing 8,922, 535 pounds of 
butter-fat, thus showing an av erage of 
3.63 per cent fat. The average pro- 
duction for each animal was 4037

“What can we do to keep our young 
people free from the deceiving lure 
of the city and contented to remain 
on the farm?”

Kneale, of Niwot, Colo., a student 
in civics in the Colorado School of 
Agriculture, as part of his regular 
class work. Young Kneale, although 
a student, has some excellent ideas 
which “Father” and “Mother” might 
do well to ponder carefully: 

“Get good books, magazines, and 
farm papers for them to read. 

“Have some kind of lodges for 


them to go to, such as the Grange. 

“Arrange it so they can have a 
party or entertainment once in a 
while. 

“Go with them 
Sunday. 

“Arrange it so they can have one 
or more picnics every year. 

“Teach them how to do all kinds 
of farm work, by giving them a small 
tract of land to farm for themselves 
and showing them how to raise their 
crops, and have them help you with 
your work. 

“Give them a horse which they can 
ride or drive when they haven’t any- 
thing to do, or when they want to go 
anywhere. 

“Teach them to love and be kind 
to animals. 

“After they finish the eighth grade 
if they do not want to go to the 
school of agriculturé, and if they go 
to high school, after they graduate, 
send them to the agricultural col- 
lege.

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HE regular annual banquet and 

meeting of the Holstein-Friesian 

Breeders’ Association of Wiscon- 
sin was held on March Ist and 2d at 
Watertown, Wis. About 140 joined 
in the banquet on the evening of 
March lst. The attendance the day 
following. during the business and 
literary sessions, was about 175. 

While this is not the largest num- 
ber that has ever attended the annual 
conventions of the state Holstein as- 
sociation, this year’s convention was 
nevertheless in many respects the best 
that the organization has held. Those 
who did attend came for a purpose; or 
if they did not come with one, they 
at least went away with one. 

Led bv an appeal by Vice-President 
J. P. Riordan to make the association 
an effective and constructive organi- 
zation, one that would be active 
throughout the year, it was voted by 
all the members present that ways 
and means should be devised whereby 
the association would be able to em- 
ploy a salaried secretary and fieldman, 
who may devote his entire time to the 
work of the association. In conse- 
quence of this action, a committee of 
three members; namely, F. J. Bristol, 
of Oakfield, Herbert Schroeder, of 
West Bend, and F. C. Friese, of 
Richland Center, was appointed by 
the president to delve into this mat- 
ter and to report to the secretary in 
Mav. In pursuance of this report it 
‘s proposed to issue a call for a gen- 
eral meeting of the Holstein breeders 
of the state, possibly in June, to take 
further action. 

This is a matter of the most vital 
importance to every Holstein-Friesian 
breeder in Wisconsin, and it behooves 
every last man of them to give it his 
most earnest thought, to write his 
views regarding the matter to the sec- 
retary of the association, or to Chair- 
man Bristol of the committee appoint- 
ed to consider the problem, and fur- 
ther to give it his support, if, after 
properly considering it, he feels and 
believes that it is the right move in 
the right direction. 

Those who have had the conduct 
of the affairs of the association thrust 
upon their shoulders by being made 
its officers and its directors, together 
with those who have always stood by 
the association as its most faithful 
members and supporters, every one 
of them a man who holds the inter- 
ests of the Holstein cow and Hol- 
stein advancement close to his heart, 
believe that it is a move in the right 
direction. They realize that there is 
much work that should and can be 
done by the association; but they 
realize, too, that it requires capable 
leadership properly supported by ade- 
quate funds to accomplish it. To 
make the association an instrument of 
service to its members and of pro- 
motion to the cause of the Holstein 
and dairy interests is their ambition. 
Such an ambition ought not to lack 
support and encouragement. 

And there is no reason why it 
should. There are in the state of 
Wisconsin somewhat more than 1,100 
breeders of Holstein cattle who hold 
memberships in the American Hol- 
stein-Friesian Breeders’ Association. 
In addition to these there are in the 
state fully 1,000 other breeders of 
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Wisconsin Holstein Breeders Meet 






smaller herds of pure bred Holsteins 
together with grades; and still a few 
thousand more who have pure bred 
Holstein bulls and grade Holstein 
females. 

Here then is a business in the state 
of Wisconsin representing an invest. 
ment in Holstein cattle alone of $15,. 
000,000. Attached to this there is an 
additional necessary investment in 
land and farm equipment of not less 
than $30,000,000, thus making a total 
investment of $45,000,000. Need any 
industry of such scope suffer the lack 
of funds and the leadership where- 
with to promote its cause and work? 
An annual fee of $2 from every mem- 
ber would turn the trick. 

“If I had a cow that gave such milk, 

» I’d dress her in the finest silk, 


I’d feed her on the choicest hay, 
And milk her forty times a day.” 


Other business matters attended to 
by the association took the form of 
resolutions which were unanimously 
adopted, the appointment of commit- 
tees to consider such of them as re; 
quire further consideration, and the 
election of officers. Officers for the 
ensuing year are as follows: Presi- 
dent, Rk. J. Schaefer, Appleton; vice- 
president, Fred Pabst, Oconomowoc; 
treasurer, F. J. Bristol, Oakfield; sec- 
retary, Schroeder, Racine; di- 
rectors, J. P. Riordan to succeed R. 
J. Schaefer, the new president, and S. 
E. Jones to succeed W. C. Schroeder, 
retifing director. F. B. Fargo con- 
tinues his unexpired term for another 
year. 

By way of resolution, the associa- 
tion further went on record to declare 
its support to the National Dairy 
Union in its efforts to secure a square 
deal for butter against the systematic 
campaign being made by the oleo- 
margarine interests to repeal the fed- 
eral law governing the manufacture 
and sale of oleomargarine, and to pass 
a law to permit that product to be 
colored in semblance of yellow butter 
and to be sold and served to the con- 
sumer as butter. This resolution also 
urges that the congressmen of Wis- 
consin use all honorable means to de» 
feat any bill that may be introduced 
in congress, favoring the manufacture 
of oleomargarine to the detriment of 
butter. 

A resolution was also adopted re- 
senting the action of directors of the 
American Holstein-Friesian Breeders’ 
Association in adopting, and having 
caused to be printed on the back of 
all Holstein-Friesian registry certifi- 
cates and certificates of advanced reg- 
istry now issued, the limited liability 
clause, whereby the said American as- 
sociation seeks to absolve itself from 
legal responsibility according to de- 
cision of the supreme court of Iowa 
that may come from certificates which 
have been obtained from it through 
misrepresentation on the part of the 
owner or owners of the animals to 
which the certificates mav apply. 

It is the sense of the Wisconsin as- 
sociation that the national association 
should back its registration papers by 
assuming the full legal responsibility 
necessary to protect innocent buyers 
against loss in purchasing animals, cer- 
tificates for which have been fraudu- 
lently obtained.. F. H. Everson, of 
Lake Mills, was appointed as a com.

The literary program rendered by 
the association was a most enthusias- 
tic and instructive one. In the ab- 
sence of President W. J. Gillett, due 
to continued ill health, Vice-president 
J. P. Riordan acted in his place dur- 
ing all sessions and also delivered the 
annual presidential address. His ap- 
peal for more thorough and effective 
organization that would: mean service 
in behalf of the Holstein breeding fra- 
ternity of the state, and the action 
which resulted from it, has already 
been briefly told.

C. P. Norgard, state commissioner 
of agriculture, spoke on “The State 
and the Farmer.” He told of the or- 
ganization of the new state department 
of agriculture, created by the last 
state legislature, and outlined in a 
general way the field of work to 
which this department would devote 
itself. He then presented the plan of 
creating accredited tuberculin tested 
herd lists whereby the traffic in pure 
bred cattle between different states 
would be better regulated, and the 
disease at the same time be kept un- 
der better control within the state. 
The favorable action taken by the as- 
sociation upon the plan has already 
been referred to. 

Other speakers of the day were 
President Aitken of the American 
Holstein-Friesian Association, and 
Dr. W. L. Williams of the veterinary 
college of Cornell University, New 
York. President Aitken urged the 
Holstein breeders of Wisconsin to as- 
sist the National Dairy Union and the 
National Holstein Association in pro- 
moting the building up of a larger and 
better paying market for the products 
of the dairy industry. “Much could 
be done,” he said, “if the breeders of 
the state would bring the matter prop- 
erly before their congressmen so that 
they might see the value of promoting 
— national legislation in this be- 

alf. 

Dr. Williams read a treatise on con- 
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tagious abortion and carefully ex- 
plained by means of lantern slides his 
views on this subject of grave im- 
portance to the dairy breeding indus- 
try. That the disease is far more 
prevalent than is generally supposed 
is the opinion of the doctor. It is 
also his opinion that prevention and 
not cure is the proper method of pro- 
cedure in controlling this disease, as 
apparently no specific has yet been 
discovered that will effect a cure.— 
C. J. Schroeder, Secretary. 





MILK AND CREAM CONTESTS. 


Milk and cream contests have been 
found to be a very valuable means 
of inducing dairymen to take greater 
pains in the production and handling 
of milk. In a new professional paper 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture, Bulletin 356, the axiom 
is quoted that “Education accom- 
plishes more than legislation.” The 
law, it is said, can of course be ap- 
plied to glaringly insanitary condi- 
tions, but after a certain degree of 
cleanliness has been reached, subse- 
quent improvement must be obtained 
in other ways. 

The first milk and cream contest 
was held in 1906 during the National 
Dairv Show at Chicago. Since then 
there have been many others and the 
method of scoring the exhibits has 
gradually been improved. Under the 
present system, out of a total possi- 
ble score of 100 points, 35 are allowed 
for the bacterial count, 25 for the 
flavor and odor of the milk, 10 for 
the absence of visible dirt, 10 for per- 
centage of fat, 10 for percentage of 
solids not fat, five for acidity, and 
five for the appearance and condition 
of the bottle and cap. 

To obtain a perfect score for the 
bacterial count the milk must contain 
less than 500 bacteria per cubic centi- 
meter. A bacterial count above the 
local legal limit results in a score of 
0. The deductions from the possible 
score of 25 for flavor and odor are 
made according to the conditions 
found. This is also true of the exam- 
ination for visible dirt. For this the 
milk is allowed to remain for some 
time undisturbed and the bottom is 
then examined very closely for the 
slightest movable speck. Four per 
cent, or more, of fat in the milk re- 
sults in a perfect score of 10; less 
than 2.7 per cent in 0. To obtain a 
perfect score for the solids not fat, 
the percentage must be 8.7 or more, 
and less than 7.8 per cent is counted 0. 
In the case of cream there is no credit 
for solids not fat, and the percentage 
of fat counts 20 points instead of 10. 
To obtain a perfect score for acidity, 
the percentage must be 0.2 or less. 
More than 0.24 per cent is counted 0. 


The same score card is now being 
used for market milk and for certi- 
fied milk, but in most of the contests 
those who compete in the certified 
class are not allowed to enter sam- 
ples in the market class. 

The educational value of these con- 
tests is indicated by the fact that 
almost invariably dairymen who have 
had experience in such competitions 
obtain higher scores than those who 
have not. On the other hand, the 
contests are used also to point out to 
consumers the fact that clean milk is 
more difficult and expensive to pro- 
duce than dirty milk.

Among the activities to be 
bv the dairy cattle interests of Wenn 
kesha county the coming season will 
be a calf raising contest. A commit- 
tee, composed of a representative 
from each of the dairy breeds togeth- 
er with Secretary Paul Jones of the 
Waukesha Y. M. C. A., and the county 
superintendent of schools is in charge 
of the contest. It is the aim of the 
committee to get the boys and girls 
of Waukesha county interested in the 
movement by offering a number of 
valuable prizes. 

It is planned to have the contest 
begin at once and close August 3] 
1916. No calf born after March 15th 
can be entered. 

The rules for membership and en- 
trance are as follows: 

1. Any boy or girl who is not less 
than 10 years of age nor more than 
18 may become a member. 

Each member must feed and 
keep records of at least one calf (fe- 
male preferred). 

3. All work must be done by the 
club member except in case of sick- 
ness or by permit from local leader. 

4. When calf is entered in the con- 
test it must be accurately described as 
indicated on application for entry. 

5. Two classes for exhibition shall 
be maintained: (a) The pure bred— 
one whose sire and dam are registered 
animals; (b) The grade—one whose 
sire is registered. 

6. Each contestant must keep an 
accurate account of “cost of produc- 
tion.” including the amounts of feed 
consumed, forage (estimated), and 
veterinary services. The price of 
these feeds shall be uniform and shall 
be determined by a local dealer. 

7. A.record of the weight of the 
calf must be taken at the time of entry 
and at the close of the contest. ‘Credit 
will be given to all who keep records 
of weekly weighings. 

8. Entering the calf club does not 
deprive a boy from entering any other 
club, such as pig or corn, but concen- 
tration of efforts is recommended. 

9. Any report called for by the 
county superintendent of schools, lo- 
cal or state leader shall be cheerfully 
given. 

10. Each contestant must agree to 
follow all further instructions sent 
him by the United States Department 
of Agriculture, or by local or state 
leaders representing the University of 
Wisconsin.
